Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner reviewd the claims and prior art upon applicants request, 
after the personal interview of June 24, 2003 at which applicant presented a video demonstration of the invention. The 
examiner did not feel that the claims as they currectly stand would be allowable over the prior art, for reasons set forth 
in previous actions. Examiner suggested several ways that applicant might like to amend the claims. The 4 materials 
used in the injection composition, discussed at the top of page 4 of the specification, appeared to constitute subject 
matter which would overcome the prior art currently of record in included in the claims. Also, the step of emptying the 
lens via phacoemulsification and aspiration, did not appear to be an obvious step over the prior art currently of record. 
This step also allows the user to repeatedly use the same empty lens in performing the method, which does not appear 
to be suggested by the prior art. Examiner also advised applicant that the invention might be better claimed as a 
method than an apparatus, and that newly presented method claims which followed the basic subject matter of the 
apparatus claims currently pending would be examined on the merits, and would not be subject to a restriction 
requirement .
